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N the western part of Rocking- 

ham county, state of New Hamp- 

shire, on the Boston and Maine 

Railroad, is situated the thriving 
town of Derry. A brief study of the 
map demonstrates the convenience 
of this pleasing locality. It is to this 
enterprising town, with its beautiful 
villages and their picturesque en- 
vironments that your attention is in- 
vited. As the present condition of 
a town is paramount in the minds of 
the majority of people, purely histor- 
ical matter has been excluded to 
considerable extent in this publica- 
tion. New Englanders, at least, are 
well informed concerning the history 
of this section, and that is typical of 
the townof Derry. That the record 
is one of which we need not be 
ashamed is unquestionable. ‘There- 
fore, leaving the things of yore to 
the historian and the generations 
that enacted them, we will endeavor 
to catch a glinipse of the history- 
making of the present. 

Derry is a manufacturing town of 
about 3500 inhabitants. The man- 


ufacture of shoes is the principal fea- 
ture, for which it has three of the 
finest factories in New Hampshire. 
Derry Lower Village and West Derry 
are supplied with aquaduct water. 
It is pumped from wells to a stand- 
pipe from which the supply is obtain- 
ed. The hydrant service is excellent, 
there being sufficient force to cover 
the largest buildings within the fire 
precincts. A system of sewerage 
has recently been put in at West 
Derry by a private company. The 
streets are well lighted by electricity 
and several miles of concrete walk 
add to the convenience of pedestri- 
ans. The thickly settled portion of 
the town is divided into three villages 
known as West Derry, Derry Village, 
and East Derry. The cars of the 
Chester & Derry Electric Railroad 
pass through the villages. 

In religious, educational, and soc- 
ial advantages the town is certainly 
in the ascendant. ‘There are six 
church edifices, excellent schools, 
and numerous fraternal, musical, and 
literary societies.

Pinkerton Academy. 


One of the objective points for the 
visitor is the time-honored Institu- 
tion of Pinkerton Academy. The

meadow and stream. The institu- 
tion was founded’ by Major John 
Pinkerton, the necessity of a “per-

‘This 
interview was made historically fa- 
mous as the origin of Pinkerton 
Academy, influencing, as it did, the 
first endowment by Maj. Pinkerton. 


The Old Academy Building was 
opened in 1814, ard for seventy-three 
years the educational work was con- 
ducted within its walls. Hundreds 
of men and women, living testimonies 
éf the thorough training of this in- 
stitution, are scattered throughout 
the country in various walks 
in life, many having attained to 
positions ofeminence and _ use- 
fulness. The love ofthe mem- 
ories, educational and 
social, connented “Old 
Pinkerton,” is triennially dem- 
onstrated by the meet of the 
Alumni Association. The pres- 
ena Alumni Association is of 
recent origin. 

In 188s, the Old Building 
was moved from its location to 
another part of the grounds, 
and the new and finely equipped 
building was erected, and -ap- 
propriately dedicated July 27, 
1887.
